ship of water, It was announced yes 
terday. The rate cof the East) Bay 
cities for small consumers, thirts 
and two-thirds cents per thonsand 
gallons, is considerably above the 
average rate for all of the 29: 
cities shown by the American Water 
Works survey. 

The average flat rate in the 23) 
cities is $1.71 per month, and the 
meter rate for small users is twenty- 
three and eight-tenths cents per 
month. Larger users, such as. office 
buildings, botels, factories, hospitals, 
ete, pay an average of twelve cents 
per thousand gallons, where the fast 
Bay cities pay twenty-seven cents. 
Still larger consumers, such as pack- 
ing houses and railroads, pay an ave- 
rage of ten cents per thousand gal- 
lons throughout the 234 cities, while 
in the Kast Bay cities the rate for 
the same class of service is twenty- 
five cents per thousand gallons.
